MR. DULLES: 


a. Referred to the Soviet Twenty-Year Plan recently announced 
by Krushchev and asked how we planned to deal with it in our propaganda 
activities. Mr. Helms noted an article in today's Washington Post and 
Time -Herald by Reinhold G. Ensz -- "New Red Plan is a Catalogue of 
Failures" -- and commented that, in his opinion, the contents of this 
article set forth a reasonably good line to follow. He said, however, that 
our people are in touch with State for the purpose of obtaining policy guid- 
ance and views. 

The Director remarked that in view of the importance of 
Krushchev's announcement, he would prefer that when published by the 
FBIS, it not come out in the usual form but rather be printed on better 
paper since he intended to disseminate copies of this document to high 
levels in the Government. The Director also commented that he had 
for some time been thinking about sitting down with some of our Soviet 
experts and stated that in view of the new Soviet plan, this might be a 
good time to do it.
